2. No person shall be enrolled as a matriculated student who has not previously passed 
the First Arts examination of the Calcutta or an Indian University, or a liminary Arts 
examination of the United Kingdom recognised by the British General Medical 

- 8. All matriculated students of the College must pay Rs. 15 on entrance, Rs. 35 on 
the Ist June, and Rs. $5 on Ist November of each year. Rs. 6 extra will be required 
from each student for each course of dissections. Fees once paid cannot be refunded.

DACOA SURVEY SCHOOL.

BIHAR SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 


: Prospectus for Admission. 

Twis School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors: it owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemo- 
rate the visit to India of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund 
was the promotion of technical instruction.in Bihar. The School was formally opened on 
11th July 1896 by His Honour the Lieutensnt-Governor of Bengal. 

2. e number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 
to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Bebaris by race (viz., natives of the North- 
Western Provinces, Central Provinces, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar); but should the 
number of suitable applicants who are Biharis by race be insufficient to fill up the 45 
vacancies, then the vacancies thus sareatig: can be given to those applicants who are natives 
of the North-Western Provinces, Central Provinoes, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar, in that 


8. The School, as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
appoinment as Sub-Overseers and Overseers. 

The curriculum includes— 

(1) A sound study of Elementary Mathematics. 

2) Careful training in Survey work. 

8) Drawing, both and and Engineering. 
(4) Elements of road-making and the construction of simple buildings. 
(5) Workshop practice with hand tools and with machinery. 

Students are for the Overseer certificate of the Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings are in process of construction; and Government bas 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from this School, who 
must be a Bilari by race.

6. Any matriculated student who leaves the College before a his University 
course, with the object of continuing his studies at a medical school in Europe, may receive 
certificates of attendance at lectures on payment of fees at the rate fixed in the foregoing rule, 
provided the Professor is satisfied that he or she has really studied the subject. But in 
caloulating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already paid by him as a regular 
student, or, in the case of a free student, the amount which would have been paid by him, 
had he been a paying student, shall be deducted. 


7. Any mn not being a matriculated student of the College who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures, or any department of hospitel practice, may do so with the permission 
of the Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of fees at the rates 
fixed in paragraph 5. If he has passed the Entrance examination of the University, he shall 
receive certificates of attendance at lectures, provided the Professor is satisfied that he or she 
has really studied the subject. If ho has not passed the Entrance examination, he shall 
receive no class certificates, 


8. At the end of their first year, students will be required to pass a college test exam- 
ination in Anatomy, Chemistry, and Botany. Those who gain not less than 20 per cent. in 
two subjects, and not less than 15 per cent. in a third, will be eligible for promotion to the 
second-year class. Those who fail to gain the aforesaid percentage of marks will not be 
eligible for promotion, but will go through the first-year class again. 


9, Students of the second year will be required to pass a College test exomination in 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Materia Medica. Those who the examination with <0 
cent. in two subjects and 15 per cent. in a third will be entitled to go up in the following 
March or April for the Preliminary Scientific Examination of the Calcutta University, the 
subjects of which are Chemistry and Botany. Those who (after possing the College test) 
fail at the University examination will be entitled, equally with those who pass it, to join 
the third-year class, at the end of which the former will have to present themselves, as at 
present, for the combined Preliminary Scientific and lst L.M.8. (or 1st M.B.) examination, 


10. Those students who fail at the College test examination of the second year will

BIHAR SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 


Prospectus for Admission. 


Tus School is under the management of the Principal of the Patna College, assisted by 
a Board of Visitors: it owes its origin to a fund raised by residents of Bihar to commemo- 
rate the visit to India of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales. The object of the fund 
was the promotion of technical instruction in Bihar. The School was formally opened on 
llth J = apa by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 


e number of students admitted to the first-year class of each year will be limited 


to 60, of whom only 15 can be other than Beharis by race (viz., natives of the North- 
Western Provinces, Central Provinces, or Bengalis domiciled in Bihar); but should the

3. The as at present constituted, is chiefly engaged in training students for 
and Overseers. 





The curriculum includes— 
C A sound study of Elementary Mathematics. 
(2) Careful training in Survey work. 
(3) Drawing, both Freehand and Engineering. 
(4) Elements of road-making and the construction of simple buildings. 
(5) Workshop practice with hand tools and with machinery. 


Students are prepared for the Overseer certificate of the Public Works Department. 
The necessary additional buildings are in process of construction; and Government has 
agreed to reserve one appointment annually for a qualified student from this School, who 
must be a Bihari by race. : 

4. The next session will commence on 2nd July 1900. 

5. In the Overseer Department, which corresponds to the Apprentice Department of 
the Sibpur College, the monthly fee is Re. 1-8. All scholarship-holders, however, receive 
free tuition. Government scholarships of the value of Rs. 7 a month, tenable for one year, 
are awarded each year on the results of the annual examinations, eigit being tenable in the 
second-year class, siz in the third-year class, and siz in the fourth-year class. Of the 
scholarships attached to the school, 75 per cent. of them are to be reserved for those students 
who are Biharis by race, The teaching is in English. 

6. Candidates for admission to the Overseer Department must be under 20 years of 
age, must be Biharis by race or domicile, or natives of the North-Western Provinces or 
Central Provinces, and must have d one of the tests mentioned below :— 

(1) The Entrance Examination of an Indian University in English and Mathematics. 

(2) Standard VII of the Code of European Schools. 

(3) Students who have not passed either of these tests and who are otherwise eligible 
will have to pass an examination in English and Mathematios ue about the 
same standard as the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University in 
these subjects) to be held by the Principal of the Patna College cn the 6th 
and 7th July respectively (from 6 a.m. to 9 a.m. each day),

orkshop. A student in the first-year class of the Overseer Department, who fails to pass 
the examination for promotion to the second-year class, but who has shown an adequate 
knowledge of Elementary Surveying and the other subjects taught in the Amin class, may at 
his option leave the school with an Amin certificate,

the session that commences 2nd July 1900, unless application for admission is made before

I am desired to draw your attention to the enclosed statement* which 
has been prepared from the daily plague returns 
a a Oe ee eee furnished by you to Government and which shows 
very clearly the progress of the disease in the Coolootolah Ward (No. 8), now 
one of the most affected wards of the town. The statement brings out in a 
striking manner a very noticeable feature in the spread of the disease, viz., that 
it does not work right through a street, but fixes on particular houses, its ravages 
being almost entirel confined to those houses, while the rest of the street 
remains free from infection. You will observe that in Machua Bazar Street 
there have been since Ist March 151 cases in all, Of these 12 have occurred 
in No. 1, 14 in No. 1-1, 21 in No, 1-H, 49 in No. 14 and 26 in No. 22, while 
the rest of the street has been practically free from plague. Again, in Phear’s 
Lane, out of a total of 91 houses, only 8 numbers were affected, and 4 of

employed as the most efficacious method of dealing with the plague, and 
Government has been assured that, except in cases of previous incubation, no 
fresh case of plague has appeared in a house that has once been disinfected. 
It is therefore assumed that the numbers referred to above are not single 
houses, but either bastis or tenements in which many families live. If this 
“is so, then these figures show the imperative necessity of the disinfection 
of the entire tenement in which a case of plague has occurred and of the whole 
of a basti that has once been infected. I am therefore directed to draw your 
special attention to the numbers in the streets quoted above, and to request you 
to be good enough to obtain from the Special Health Officer information as to 
what has been done to check the recurrence of the disease in these particular 
localities. In Sir John Woodburn’s opinion these figures strengthen the 
conviction, which he has held for some time past, that it is absolutely necessary 
to be prepared with wider measures of disinfection—measures Which these 
yery experiences must show to the people to be essential to their preservation.

I nave the honour to acknowledge receipt of your No, 67T.—Plague, dated 
the 28th April 1900, calling attention to the existence of plague in certain well- 
defined localities and calling for report. 

In reply I beg to return the statement as requested, and to forward copy

* It will be noticed that your letter now under reply deals with three 
localities— 

(a) Machua Bazar Street, | (2) Phear’s Lane, | (¢) Lower Chitpur Road, 


while the report now submitted deals only with the first of these. The reason 
for not dealing with the other two at ne is that the work involved in 
tracing these cases is a heavy additional burden on the plague staff, and that 
if I have to wait for a full report on all three localities, much delay will occur. 

I therefore forward this report which deals with the first locality only, and 
if after receipt of this you require reports on the other localities, I will do my 
best to get them for you. 

I do not propose to make any remark upon the report, except that it tends

experience in this epidemic, though there are, I understand, some, puzzling 
exceptions.

however, only 20 out of the 34 rooms were done, if the figures returned are correct.

(none of the basement was left undone) cases ceased, so that the house seems a good proof 
of the value of disinfection.”

‘here were four deaths between 3rd March and 15th April. “ The first two cases were 
husband and wife, She was concealed in some other room when, on 4th March 1900, I went 
to see the room where the husband died. Both were on the ground floor. On 6th March 
1900, 12 rooms were disinfected and four left. Only one of the rooms not done was on the 
basement—a lying-in room. The room in which Boodha got ill a month later was at thi 
time disinfected. Paglee’s room was not, though the room in which she subsequently dit 
was disinfected. This case of Boodha is the only one I have come across in this basti 
of plague occurring in a disinfected room after such an interval as to eliminate the chance 
of the infection having been already present in the person at the time of disinfection. , 
There is some doubt as to whether Paglee’s was a case of plague at all, as a history of © 
three months fever was given.” 

No. 14 Machua Baszar.—A \arge basti of 57 huts, all single-storied, with a population 
of about 1,800. Out of 57 huts, 41 have been infected with 53 cases. 

In Amiran Bibi’s hut, with 21 rooms below and 6 above, cases were recurring up 
to the 6th March, when disinfection of all the rooms was ordered and completed on the 
1lth March, when the cases ceased. 


» No other huts in this number call for special remark. 
No. ¥ Halliday Street.—“ 43 huts show 21 cases.” 
The huts in which two or more cases occurred show no recurrence after the disinfection. 


No, 18 Machua Basar.—“ Out of 22 huts, only 3 were infected. I can offer no 
reason for the comparative escape of this basti. One hut had three cases and two one 
each. The three cases are all reported on Ist April 1900, and occurred in three rooms. 
Special disinfection was at first objected to, but was eventually carried out on Lith 
April 1900, ‘There was no recurrence.” , 


. No, 22 Machua Bazor—Out of 108 buts, mostly one-story, 34 were affected, 2 
showing three cases, 2 showing two cases. In none of the houses did the two cases 
oceur in the same room. No special disinfection was done.’ 


No. 25 Machua Basar—* Shows three cases in two huts.” There is nothing special 
to remark. 


“ Infected two-storied huts show a plague incidence of nearly double that found in 
one-storied huts; two per hat against lv. That this result is more than accidental 
is seen on comparing No. 1 Machua Bazar, a two-storied basti, with such one-storied 
bastis as Nos. 14 and 22. No, 1 shows a larger proportion of its houses infected, 
and a ggeater number of badly infeoted houses than either of the one-storied bastis. 
Moveover, it is striking that in No. 22, the few huts that are badly infected are the few 
two-storied huts that the basti possesses.” 

On the general subject of disinfection, Dr. Hossack writes : “‘ Out of 149 infected houses, 
131 showed no recurrence after ordinary disinfection. After special disinfection one house 
showed reourrence and eight showed none.”

The numbering is so very indefinite that it was with much difficulty that the above 
return was compiled after much hut-to-hut visiting.

Bazar Street and the course of plague in that locality, 


2. In reply I am to request that the thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor 
may be conveyed to Major Deane and Dr, Hossack for their interesting and 
valuable report. The result of the special enquiries made by these officers 
illustrates in a very striking manner the great importanve of thoroughly 
disinfecting, not merely the room in which a case has occurred, but all the 
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rooms in the same house and, as far as possible, all houses and huts in the 


neighbourhood whose inmates are likely to have intercourse with those of the 
infected building. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that the results of the 
enquiry may be made known as widely as possible, and that nt effort 


may be continued to widen the scope of disinfecting measures in and around 
centres of infection. 


3. In this connection the Lieutenant-Governor’s attention has been 
drawn to a recent article in the papers which describes the methods by which 
Mr. Laird, Manager of the Union Jute Mills and a Municipal Commissioner, 
has succeeded in carrying out general disinfection of the quarters of his work- 
people. This affords an excellent illustration of the way in which really 
valuable assistance can be rendered by private gentlemen of influence in 
furthering the official measures for disinfection.

5. The Committee declined to go into any of these points, because on 
some there was not sufficient detail. The Committee was, however, expressly 
made a broadly representative one in the hope that, in every direction of the 
enquiry, there might be some members qualified by special experience to 
give a fairly accurate opinion on the reasonableness and propriety of the 
estimates. For instance, the Committee includes a num of Railway 
Engineers with large experience of bridge building in India, who could 
surely find sufficient material in the plans to enable them to give some opinion 
as to the soundness of the estimate for the first item (a). 


The second question, the cost of the acquisition of the roadway, has 
been always recognised as the most indefinite pet of the scheme. The Com- 
mittee properly asked for details from the Syndicate. These have not been 
furnished, but the Committee were expressly offered the services of two experts 
in land acquisition in Caleutta, who could probably have given them valuable 
opinions on this part of the proposals. Similarly, on at least three of the 
four items of income in the third project there are ample statistics from which 
a fair opinion could be formed. : 


6. I am to say that Sir John Woodburn hoped that the large and 
representative Committee would have been able to submit these main issues to 
the consideration of expert members, who would form themselves into Sub- 
Committees to deal with them, Thus the Committee would have been able 
to form some fairly accurate and very useful conclusions on parts, at least, of 
the scheme. An examination of this kind might not enable the Committee to 
pronounce a final and definite conclusion on the financial soundness of the 
scheme, but it would at least show where the Weak points, if any, of it lay, 
and enable the Committee to advise the Government whether the estimates 
were sufficiently approximate to justify it in making the guarantee, without 
which the Syndicate will not now proceed. 


7. There are three cognate issues of cardinal importance on which

the opinion of the Committee would be of the greatest service to. the .

(i) To begin with, it has been evident in the course of the proceedings 
that the Railway Companies are strongly opposed to the levy 
of any toll at ail.

9. On the other hand, the Syndicate shows that both passenger and goods 
traffic with Culcutia has enormously increased, In their Appendix ILI they 
show that during the past 24 years the volume of traffic over the Floating 
Bridge at Howrah has more than doubled, and assert that passage over this 
bridge is now both inconvenient and tedious. In regard to railway traffic, 
the increase in passengers on the East Indian Railway during the past 27 or 
30 years is shown to be nearly 300 per cent.; in goods traftic the increase is 
shown to be 415 per cent., and the coal traffic is said to have increased 1,328 
a cent., and is Ey increasing. The ane increase in mileage of the East 

ndian Railway and in the construction and development of the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway system during this period is given in figures which are impressive and 
easily checked. In view of all these facts, it is possible that the resources of 
the t Indian Railway, when fully developed as indicated, may in the 
near future be overtaxed, and Howrah may be so congested as to be practically 
unworkable as a terminus; that the Bengal-Nagpur Railway Ferry at Shalimar 
may shortly prove to be unsuitable and unequal to the demands of its 
system of railways; and that a new bridge across the Hooghly at Howrah 
may become a pressing necessity. If the arguments in favour of a second 
bridge prevail, the Committee should also consider whether, for all the 
purposes such a bridge would serve, the site most convenient and economical 
' would be at Howrah or further up the river, possibly at Cossipore. 

10. After the consideration of all of the above questions, it would be 

possible for the Committee to say, With some confidenco— 


(1) whether the Central Railway Scheme is really wanted at present or* 

in the near future; 
_ (2) whether the system of tolls proposed by the Syndicate is a legitimate 

method of financing the scheme ; 

(3) whether the Syndicate’s figures are sufficiently approximate to make’ 
the scheme a practicable one ; 

(4) whether, on the basis of these as, the three railways are willing 
to contribute to the entire scheme; 

(5) whether the Committee recommend a Government guarantee being 
given. 
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It may not be possible to accurately estitmate the cost of the Central — 
Railway Scheme without the ‘aid of costly surveys and designs in full detail, 
but the main issues are sufficiently clear, and the probable cost can be so far 
approximated, from existing data, that it will be possible for the Committee to 
arrive at a reasonable conclusion regarding the needs of Calcutta in the near 
future, and whether these needs justify the proposed methods and probable 
outlay. I am accordingly desired by the Lieutenant-Governor to request that 
you will again lay the matter before your azpenienced and representative 
Committee, with an earnest hope that they will be able to share amongst 
them the labour of investigating the various questions to be discussed, and 
aid Government by the invaluable expert knowledge which they specially and 
collectively possess, 


11. Paragraph 2 of Government of India letter No. 6R.P., of 5th January 
1900, refers to the suggestion made on page 4 of the “ Histories of Railway 
Projects ” to construct only the permanent bridge at present, the three railways 
interested | Hust Indian Railway, Bengal-Nagpur Railway, and Eastern Bengal 
Railway) taking up the project as a joint work. ‘The proposal is to make 
this part of a project for a line from Howrah to Bankura (the southern portion 
of the so-called Grand Chord). Such a scheme would, it was suggested, 
“obviate the necessity for a new station at Howrah, and would relieve the 
congestion of traffic between Sitarampur and Howrah, and thus the necessity for 
the Burdwan-Howrah chord, or the quadrupling of the line between Sitarampur 
and Howrah would disappear.” * * —* “Tmproved accommodation 
might be provided at Howrah and Sealdah, and the provision of a large 
Central Station and the avenue might await further consideration.” The 
Committee has, however, given no opinion upon this project; but it is an 
alternative so important, and the suggestion comes from such high authority, 
that the Lieutenant-Governor will ie greatly obliged if the Committee, when 
they have come to conclusions on the last paragraph, will give him the benefit 
of their opinions on this further project for the relief of trade from the interior 
to Calcutta. .T'o assist the Committee in this matter, the following summary of 
information at present available is here noted :— 


(a) The Naibati (Jubilee’ bridge is, as yet, far from being fully utilised, 
and all three railways have communication with both sides of 
the river already. 


(b) This bridge will suffice, for many years to come, to carry the East 
Indian Railway coal and grain traffic to the Docks, It has 
hitherto been the continuous policy of Government, at the 
instance of the Commercial Community of Calcutta, to develop 
trade at the Docks. 


(c) The proposed new bridge at Howrah would apparently be chiefly 
in the interests of suburban passenger tratlic, and this alone 
probably will not justify the outlay. 


(d) The new bridge by itself would be useless, The lines connecting 
it with Seadah, the Port Commigsioners’ Railway, and the Docks 
appear to be essential. A central station of some kind would be 
necessary, if only for passenger traffic. As the bridge would be 
on a high level, the viaduct must also be built and much valuable 
land must be taken up. 


(e) The cost of this project is estimated by the Government of India at 
250 lakhs: it is estimated by Mr. Wynne at 437 lakhs. 


(f) The proposed Bankura- Howrah line in conneetion with the new 
bridge appears to have many advantages, but the question of 
the cost of the line appears to require revision, when comparing 
it with the cost of quadrupling the East Indian Railway from 
Sitarampur vid Hooghly to the Docks. Mr. Wynne’s figures, 
if at all sound, show that the approximate cost of a double line 
will be Rs. 285 lakhs instead of the 100 lakhs indicated in the
